iThis being an inquifitivc Age, the Cu-^ 
rioiis may be willing to know the Aftions 
and Cuftoms of thefe parts of Eurofe^ 
which have fo little been particularized in 
Modern Hiftory. 

The received Opinion here, is^ that the 
Northern Regions were firft inhabited af- 
ter the Delude, and are the moft Ancient 
Kingdoms ot Europe. Though this ieems 
a Paradox, how * Mankind mould prefer 
to inhabit the frozen North, before the 
more temperate and delicious Provinces 
of the other Quarters of the World. Per- 
haps th? firft Race of Mankind voluntari^ 
Jybanifhedthemfelvesfrom the Fleafures 
of thofe warmer Countries, the better to 
avoid the Vices, which the hot Air inclines 
them tp. Thus Augujtus mildly fentenced 
O^'/WtoBanifhment to the Pe>;;/i!^/, where 
Ills Punifhment foon effefted liis Cure^ 
and he there lived to a great Age in good 
Heathen Morality, being far from the 
bewitching Allurements of Luxurious 

Royne. 

TlK)Ugh the Climate may temper and 
allay immoderate Heats, yet it is evident, 
by the numerous increafe of its InhabU 
tants, that neither the Temper of the 
Men, nor the Product of the Earth fufFers 
by the Frigidity of the Region; and Hir 
ftory fpcaks with Aftonifhment, of the' 
numberlefs Inundations of thefe Northern

l^eople, that over-ran all the South of £«^ 
)rofe^ -and the artiaz'd World wondered 
what Land could furnifli fuch multitudes. 
■ Puffendarf tells us, that Curiofity arid 
Love to Aftrdogy Was the Motive that 
(arried them thither, they pbferving the 
Nmh-^ur to be fixed and imniovable^ 
wi^re^S tli^ otiier Stars feem to move anq 
dfeul^te, therefore they were willing td 
try jthe effefts Which that Star might pro-«

ways under it. 

But we may reafonably cdnccSive, that 
the Soas of Jafhei {Noah\ eldeft Son) who f ^^f ^^J 
fpf^ad their Colonies ovdr all Europe^ mul- ucViam 
tiplying exceedingly, did not only through »« Ti^^r; 
C»rio(if y, but alfo Neceffity iii a very ^*fi^^' 
few Age$^ vifit and inhabit the moft, 
l!^{(9itherly parts thereof And theiy had 
iliiOickQt encouragement to do it 

For jtjh€y(probabiy>) making their Pro- 
giefles in the Spring, or Summer-time 
{h>w difi;E!uii foever the Face of things 
might appear in Winter) whcre-ever they 
looked, found a pleafant Profpecl ; the 
green Woods with their Pines and lofty 
Oaks, ^iKitipg both Admiration and Re« 
Vftrencej and the Fields prefenting mofi: 
delightful, Scenes of various Flowers, and 
great plenty of Cattel and FowL 

Vov though the moft Northern parts of 
fyitcfe^ . by ibeir diftance from tn^ Sun^

do not receive its Rayes in that plenty and 
vigour, as to becx)me a hot Clime, yet it 
h^sthe advantage of being a Fertile and 
Healthy one. And that Great God whom 
®«k/^ 9- Noah prbmifcd to enlarge Jafhet^ did it 
^* ^'^ by fending them into thele Regions,whcrc 
they increafcd fo exceedingly, that fome 
Writers have not unworthily calPd thefe 
Countries Officims Gentiumy the Shops 
or Magazines of Nations, and alfo /^ai- 
ginAsGentium^ih^ Scabbards of Nations,and 
irom whence fuch a multitude of War- 
like People have been drawn or extrafted : 
Thefe cold Regions producing a mote pro- 
lifick and vigorous Generation of Men^ 
than the Eaftern or Southern. 

Which we need not wonder at, fince 
thofe benign Influences, which are fo co- 
pioufly and briskly darted into the Cfea.^ 
tures of thofe warmer Countries, are not 
a little diffipated by the heat of the Air ; 
whereas the Cold of thefe Regions doth 
Jiin der that expence and profufion of Spirits 
and Venue received (though in leffer ^ 
ineafure) from the »$i/;^ here. 
Befides,theMunificence ofHeaven is fuch^ 
that though it was not the Creator's Plea- 
fure, that the Sun fhould approach nearer 
^ to the Northern Parts, yet out of a gene- * 

ral and infinite goodnefs, he placed over 
them fuch Stars, as do in great meafure, \ 
recom pence the Solar defeft there j aad ia

fecoe things exceed its ufualEfForts: So that 
thofe Stars are e(fe£lually a kind of $un 
to the North Countries, 

Thele Stars are a certain Number, 
which make that Conftellation calPd by 
ithe Aftronomers, Vrfa, Major ^ which as 
fome Naturalifts tell us, did from their 
^ Conftitution abound with fuel) Natu- 
ral Heat and Moifture (befides what they 
continually receive from the Sun and 
Moon) as render their Influence and Afpe£t 
very beneficial. 

And l|y way of Explanation, the Na- 
turalifts inform us, that the heat df thefe 
Stars is from a^vigorous and rich Sulphur, 
xyhich makes both the Stars, and the 
Earth' fubje^ to their Influences, very 
Magnetical : So that they do not only at* 
tr^ the Rays of the Sun^ but alfo detaio ; 
them, fo as to be able to afford them plen* 
tifully unto the Produds of the Earth, un* 
der their Afpefts, wbafe Powers and Be- 
nefits have always been found to be fb 
great, that the ancient Germans thought 
they could not do their Fifth King, the 
Great H^rmion^ or Herman^ more Right 
and Honour, th^n to call this raoft bene- 
ficial Conftellation oiVrfa Major ^ which 
they compared to a Wain ; Der Hermans* 
Wigen^ i» e. Herm4ns Wain^ from the rich 

and ufeful affluence of Neceffaries, which 
that W»ia pr W^gon conveys into thofe 
CwuttriWt B J For 
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" For *tis through the Influence of that 
great and bountitui Conftellation^ that 
thefe Northerly Countries are exceedingly 
ftocky with Men and Cattelj Fifli and 
Foul, and with the beft of Grain : As al- 
fo with rich Metals and Minerals; for 
though the North is not enrich'd by its 
Qwn Produft of Gold and Silver, (thoueh 
fome parts of it have Mines of Quick- 
filver, as alfo of Silver and Gold) yet the 
Gain it makes through the World, by 
its wonderful plenty ot its own Tin, Iron 
and Cppper, is bqt at all inferior lo what 
is made in all other Parts, by their Gold 
and Silver, And as a further Evidence of 
the propitious Goodnefs of Heaven here, 
and of the copious; excellent and laftingj 
Nourilhuient which the Earth affords, the 
Men of thofc Countries are of a Urge fizc, 
. and the Trees big and lofty ; and the Soil 
f being proper and good) yields fuch plenty 
of them, that their very Winters, arc made 
comfortable and chearful to them by the 
Fires, which without much expence, their 
abundance of Fuel affords them, So that 
^here is hence reafpn enough given us to be^ 
lieve, that thefe (^though very cold an<| 
' Jong frozen^ Parts;, wxre early inhabited. 

Whatfoever Motive firft induced thein 
to vifit thefe Countries is altogether uncer- 
tain • yet after Ages ('tis likely^ were at-

*Tis beyond difpute, that the Fair Sot 
in theie Countries infinitely excel the Sou* 
therly Women, as thofe of England fur*

livioq: For inftance, Flettenberg^ fo fa- 
mous in his days, that fome hav^ thought 
irt to inake Parallels bet\yecn him an4 
the greateft Roman Captains ; Yet *tfe rar^ 
to meet with Authors that give an account 
pf him, whereas many infignificapt an4 
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oblcure Perlbns, have their Names with 
Honour conveyed down to Pofterityj 
which occafion'd my Lord Baco/^ to ob-^ 
ferve, that Tme is like 4 Stream wherein 
Ponderous and valuable things fink to the 
bottom ^ whilfi Strm and otubbl? Jwim 4- 
top. 

Here you may alfo have a lively Pro- 
fpeft of the Ruine, which Time brings to 
great Strufturcs and Buildings, which i$ 
fcen in the fmall Remains of thole Caftles, 
Towns, and Fortrefles built by that once 
famous and mighty Marian TeutMick Or- 
der, who have been the firft Concjuerors 
pfthefe Parts ; and were fo potent a Socie-r 
ty,* thjit their Forces were diffpfed through 
fnany Kipgdorns j and for their Number, 
Riches, Valour &nd PofTeflions, they were 
dreaded by great Kings : But at length^ the 
Divifions among themfei ves expofed them 
to their Enemies, and conlequQntly ha-t 
ftened their Deflruftipn, 

Though their Power is loft^ and th^j 
Order ^xpnft in Livgnia (in Germany there 
are ftill fome Kniehts, and a great Matter) 
yet are all thofe that now poflefs and rule 
thofe Countries true Germans y being •tlic 
RemaiiJs of thofp old Noble German Fami- 
lies, who came in thpfe e^rly years out of 
jhe Circles pf the Rgm^n Empire to the al^ 
fiftance of thofe Knights, and did con-? 
ijWfTi convert^ and divicjc the Country a^ 

roong 
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inong them, keeping the Natives, though 
Chrilti^iis, as Slaves for their many perfi- 
dious Dealings ; therefore ^tis a miftake of 
fbme in England^ that will not allow the 
LivonUns or Curomans (which is all one) 
tobeG^^i«;/; for they have not only the 
Habit, Language, Laws, Heraldry, Cu- 
ftoms, and dl the eilential Parts oUGermans^ 
but keep up their Alliances, and are rea- 
dily acknowledged by their Relations thro^ 
Germmjij who are of eminent Quality in 
the Empire now, in Eccleidaftical Ele£loral 
Dignities ; Ibme in thofe of Princes of the 
Empire, ArchbifliopS) Biftiops, Great Ma- 
fters, Commanders,Coadjutors, who have 
the fame Extraflion, Arms and Relation ; 
nay, often when Queftions arife in Gertnom 
m about the Antiquity of a Noble Pe- 
oigree, they fend into LifiAni to vindi- 
cate by Authentick Teftimonies their De^ 
i^ent.

IF thatlai^e Traft of Land, focjlled^ 
were ftill united unda^ one Head, as 
k was during the Regency oi tl»3 Temc^ 
hick Order ^ whofe Supream Governows 
were little inferior |a CrawaM Heads^ 
eiriier in Preference pr Authority, {tlie 
luft of whom was that Renowned Priace 
Godhard Kjttler^ Father of that Ifluftriaus 
R,ace, the prefent Dukes, and Founder of 
the Dukedoms of CourUnd and Semigallia^J 
it might be^numbered aoiong the lefleif 
JCingdoms for its Dimenfion, Trade,

Tne Name of Livonia has feveral 
Dedu£iions, fome of them Teeming Ro-^ 
mantick ; but the moft probable is, that 
they were originally *caUed Lives^ or JL^- 
venesj from tneir own ancient Kings, 
and thoie Germansy the firft Diicoverers 
of it, viz. the Bremijb Merchants find*

Jmalus Succeeded his / Father -rfisg^//, in 
the Gfith^ck Kingdom, to whom the £/* 
vonUns cut out fo much work, that 
Qdc being able t^ reduce them alone, 
lie was forced to implore GoniU\ the 
King of Smden^s Afliftance, and thofe 
two Princes, in Conjunftion, did ef- 
fei^ually reduce them to their former 
Subjection upon harder terms. ' 

Anno Mundi gooo. did Frothoy King of 
l^/;Mr^ fubdi^e Livonia^ and annexed 
it to bis. Grown, which made him fo 
haughty, tha^ with the help of his new 
acquirM Subjcfts, the Livoniam, he At- 
tacked, without any caufe, his Brother- 
lo-hzv/^^Htgnirumj King of StpedenyWho 
being abfent, his Queen Svanhuita^rp^ct 
him at Sea, and overcame her Brother 
Frofho in a Naval Fight, took him Pri- 
foncr, hut gave him his Liberty: Yet 
he foon forgo^^ this Courtefie, Attacks 
• Siveden. a fecond time^ and was killed 
ia Battel- ' Afta; 
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After Rf^Heras his Deceafe, Hb Soa 
Hdlivardy . Sirnamed Ihtebrod^ King of 
Sweden^ undertook to vindicate the In* 
juries done to his Father by the Livo^ • 
nians^ under the commana of Frotho * 
made War upon them^ arid brought 
them under the Swedijb Yoak, wherein 
they continued till King Hohtr^s Reign^ 
when the Livonians revolting from hidi| 
he was obliged to take up Arms to re^ 
duce them^ but he loil his Life ia the* 
Attempt. 

Whereupon the Son of Hatter^ K^JU* 
ricus^ Sirnamed. SUngdondy continued that 
War^ and fubdued them againy though

This King Canutus was Sirnamed the 
Saint; perhaps for his Zeal and Con- 
cern to bring the Livonisns to Chrii 
fiianity; he was afterwards treache- ^ 
roufly flain by the JutlMdersj and fuc« - 
ceeded firft by his Brother Oiaus IV. 
who killed himielf Jtmo 1095, and after 
him by his fecond Brother Ericus. 

But the glory of Conquering and 
Converting* theie Nations entirely , was 
referved to that unparallelPd Warhke 
Nation, the Germans. For about the 
Year of our Lord 115S, when Fridericws 
Barharojfa held the Reihs of the Em- 
pire, it happened that fbme Merchants 
belcHi^ng to the Town of Bt'emeny fct 
out with feveral well^ ri^ed Ships for 
Wisiyy in thofe Days a moft flourifhiog 
Town of Trade^ in the Ifle of Gotland^ 
and were by a violent Storm driven to 
that Shore, where the Duna falls into 
die Sea ; there they firft Traded by 
agreement with the Natives^^ and by 
degrees fettled, and finding it a com* 
A^ious . and profitable Country, fent 
Colonies thither , as well Soldiers as 
Monks, both to exhort 'em and afright 
W to Converfion, according to the 
Popilh way in all Ages $ but tlus vio-

than good; for during the ab fence of 

their fiyft Bifliop, Mewhard^ \x^Ito was 

a good, pious, and virtuous Man;

for it, whereia. the Roman Empire, ac- 
cording to the ufual Stile of thofe Days 
is called Ih 'oixMfjAvnfy which fignifies the 
Worli^ ♦ whereby^ the Authors of th«^ s ^ 
nth, 12th, and i^th Centuries carried 
it fo far, as to declare all thofe were 
Hereticks, that did not believe the £m« 
pcror to he Lord over dB the World 5 yet 
'tis well known, that the Romdns in 
their grcateft Luftre, had but the leaft 
part of it, being bounded to the North 
bv the Danube^ and to the Eaft by Eu^ 
fhrgtes. 

Jlbertus the Third Bilhop of L/^ 
land^ led • on, not only by the fore- 
mentioned general Notion, but expell- 
ing Aid and Ailiftance from the Eiq- 
pire, acknowledged Uvonia a Fief of 
the Emperor Henry VL and obtained 
it jure Feudi Anno 1200, as alio Jus 
cudend/e ^moneta , or the Power to 
Coin Money, &c. he built the Town 

of Jifga ^no 1202. Riga quafi novA 
fde Rigata. This is farther confirmed 
by two Copies of Conceffions, come to 
my Hands ; which I fend hereby, that 
you may conlider whether they bear 
the true Marks of Antiquity, and con- 
tain ofily what I mentioned before.

Though this New Order refembled 
almoR: in every thing that of the Tem- 
plars^ and were by fome called Tetnflmi ; 
yet were they a different Order, , their 
proper Name was Enfiferiy from their 
great Swords ; and fince we are men- 
tioning that once famous Order of the - 
TempUrs^ whole Hiftory alone would. 
fill a large Volume; HI give you a very 
ihort Account of it. 

This Order of Knights o^ Jerufalem^ 
or Templar Sy took its Kife Anno ii28» 
refided firH at Jerufklem^ and their chief 
Office was to convoy Pilgrittis thither, 
and to defend that Holy;^CSy. Though 
the intent of the Inft^tors was pious 
and good, yet ^s ft is common with 
all fuch Orders, they degenerated mighti- 
ly after their AcOuifitions, and Dona- 
tives in Germany ^ trance^ and other King- ' 
doms5 falling into Luxury, Pride, and 
Perfidy, whereof this is one inftance, An- 
no ChrisH 1229, thofe Knights endea- 
voured to betray the Emperor freie^: 
rick to the Suttan^ with whom he had 
already concluded Peace : They mform-

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; «d iuin by a Letter, that the Emperor 
I would go with a fmall Company fuch 
a Day, to view that place of "^ordan^ 
where our Saviour was Baptizea, and 
there he eafUy might either take or kit! 
him; which at>ominabIe Treachery the 
SultM himielf did ai)hor, infomuch that 
he ftat that very Letter to the En^ 
perw* 

Vet did this Order ftand for near Two 
hundred Years, till Anno 1311 Pope. 
CUmcM the V. did utterly extirpate it. 
The mK>ft likely reafoo of it, Fomsritts 
fets down in his Chronicle layii^g, that he 
himielf had feen the Le:ter, wherein 
that Pope to the Bilhop of M^igdeburg 
exprelles himfelf in thefe Terms, hrmtnim 
wUmut,is mfira inUntio^ Templsriortm^ 
^on$ W Cdmersm nofimm trAttsjerrtp .So 

that^ their greatdl Crime at that time^ 
for whidir they iuSered^ ; wa$ their vaft

^ppogk ' King Wofdemar IL of Denmark j camc} 
m$r with a great TFleet into Lwoms^ fought 
9l viftorions Battel againft the Efihiiy 
Lemij LithQWAni^s and Rpffians. ' Pon- 
Urns Arrites,. That at the beginning of 
Ibis Fight, the Dams loft their greaj; 
JEnfiga reprefenting an Eagle, which 
' difheartened the Soldiers ; but the King^ 
by his addrefs gave them new Courage,in 
^igkip^ them believe, that ^t the fem? 
^^ftant another Eagle fell from Heaven, 
led coloured with a white Crofs (which 
perhaps had been fent him by the Pope) 
p,pd fo he won the Battel, This King 
WQtdemAr Qon^^x^d! Qourlmd^ Where tie 
etta^bliflied the. Bifhoprick of Pilten^ and 
fu1)dued the Ifland Oefel^ built the Town 
pf Revet; and his Captains after his 
departure, the To\yn of JVarva; and 
feveral other Places were built by them 
jpm 1 223. This King having con- 
cjuered pioft of that Province, and left 
jt in a good pofture, loft it all by an 
' unlucky accident: For as he was di- 
verting himfelf with the Counted of 
^jy^n^^ in the abfence of the Count 
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fkmy her Husband., S»erin^ furpdfed 
the King, and took him Prifoner^where he 
kqpt him Three Years, till he paid a 
Ranfom of 45000 Marks in Silver: In 
which time the Bifbops and the Knights 
took the opportunity to feire upon afl 
the Dsnijb Provinces, and drive the 
Dgnes out of them j they took Revet^ ^ 
EfimUj and all that belonged to them 
in Uvoma. Notwithftanding thefe Efu 
j^i did behave themfelves as brav0 
Men, yet were their JBnemies too. nu- 
nKTous and too powerful for them, and 
Folqaiv Schenck^ their fecond and laft 
A^er being killed by thcUfkaanioH Infi* 
dels in a great Battel^ Jm$o i2j^; they 
immediately propofed to join with that 
great and moft famous Teutonick Order* 
Who at the fame time, being overcome 
by the Saracens \ and having loft all 
they had formerly got in Pa^eJUmj rea« 
dily enlaced the o&r, in hopes to 
make up their LofTes in the North, 
which mppened beyond their £xpe6la« 
doa^ thereupon the Lmmidn Oirder of 
tbs En^i^ after Thirty five Years du^ 
wmty under two Mafters, was quite. 
eSKt^uiJh^, and entirely united with 

die TeMtonifkf or German Kfligbts ; and 

thisUniim was folenmized at Rome in 

the Pope's Prefcnce, 12^8, with feverai 

P 4 Cere* 
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Ceremonies, where the great Mafter of 
the Teutonick Order^ gave previous Af- 
fura^nces, that he wouid reftorc to the 
Xing of Denmark the Town of Redely 
with fevei al other Diftrifts, which that 
King's Minifters earneftly infiftcd oa as 
his Right. . 

/ This Combination made them fb 
powerful, that after they had made 
themfelves Sovereigns of all Uvom^j and 
fruffia^ tliey forgot the Vertues of the 
Ancient Knights, and fell into Luxury, 
idlen^fs, Pride^ Ambition and Covetbuf^ 
nefsj fo that they grew formidabic to 
Princes, burdenfom to their Subjefts, 
and troublefom to their Neighbours ; 
till tlijB Feks^ under the ConduQ: of 
their brave Leader King VUdiflaus 5^- 
geHoy broke their vain Defigns, in the

King ofPi?/i«;[^i*sProtcQ:ion, 
they groaning under theOpprpffion and 
Ty rafloical Government of the Knights : 
And the whole Country had Revolted, 
Ibad not the Pope,, by his Mediation, 
iriterceeded that Seventy Town^ and 
fJaftle? flioukl be delivered to thit 
King,, and the remaining part of Praj^ 
fQ be held by that Order, as a Fief, or 

Pepen- 
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Dependency of the Crowns of P^^iand; 
and this part was afterwards called 
Prsffu Ducdis* 

Wind thus Frf#4 ever fince depended 
on Folsniy till 1657. \yhen all that 
Tra£l we call now Ducjil Fruffidy was 
with Sovereign Power transferred to die 
Eleftw of BrAmdenkurgy 'Friderk William. 
This Order had no better fuccefs in 
Livonidy than in Pn^ffidy for having per- 
petual Quarrek with their Bifhops coor 
ceming the Regions and Jurifdidions ; 
it grew incurable under WiUidtn of far^ 
fitfierg their great Mafter, and Williamy 
Marquis of Brdnde^fturgy Archbiihop of 
^/S^y apd though befides this inward 
Fire, t^ Mufcovim Incuriions from 
abroad threatened thera^ yet could 
they never agree, but rather divided 
fi^m their late great Mafter Gonhard 
KpnUfy who after the Northern part 
of IJvamd had fubmitted to the King 
of SmdeHy perfuaded the odier Provin- 
oes ther^f to cbufe the King of P<f^ 
Imd^B Proteftion, 1^69* rcferving for

Winrich Kjiifroh , Eighteenth Great 
Mafter, an extraordinary Man, made 
great preparations for the invading of 
Sarnqgitiaj and Lithuania^ and having 
joinra for that purpofe with the Knights 
of LivonU^ on the Enemies Frontiers; 
they, and the whole Army kept a Day 
with Prayers, and Falling, and then en- 
gaged the Enemyj whom they routed 
in a great Battel, after having killed 
Eight thoufand of them.

among whom many Princes and Counts 
of the Empire ; Forty nine of the lef- 
fer Nobility ; Eleven thoufand Gentle- 
men ; Four thoufand Burghers, or Citi- 
2ensj Eight thoufand Common Sol- 
diers ; Fifteen thoufand Strangers and 
Volunteers ; Sixteen thoufand eight hun^ 
dred of the Commonalty, as Peafants, 
Plowmen, &€. who were either killed 
or carried into Slavery by that Enemy.

Both Parties made their Complaints to

Ecclefiaftical Eftates, except the Town

had almoft ruinM the Works thereof by 
coatinual Attacks and Storms, whereby 
the Strength and Number of the Be* 
feiged being tired and exhaufted, they 
applied themfelves with great Humiiia^ 
tion, to implore the Afliftance of Hea- 
ven, as their only Refuge: Our Au- 
thor fays, the Night before Friday^ the 
Governor lay proftrate the whole Night 
with great Devotion before an Altar^ 
and prayed fervently for a Deliverance 
out of that deploraole Condition : Ri- 
ling from Prayers at break of Day (the 
Mkfcovhes only cxpefting the Sun's rife to 
carry the Place) he took his Bow and Ar- 
row and went to a Window of the Cattle, 
•from whence he fuccefsfuUy direfted it, 
to that part of the Camp, where he 
thought the Great Duke had his 
Quarter, and Ihot him through the 
Heart : The aftonilhed Mufcovites at this 
fad Accident, run about amazed, and 
thought of nochifig elfe, but how to fly 
and live themfelves, and taking up the 
Corps of their Dead Mafter in hafte, and 
confufion, made their way ^ to Mofcaw ; 
whereupon the Befeiged Sallied forth, 
purfued and killed great jnumbers of

fador Fifteen thoufand Duckets to the 
Pope ; whereupon he declared ^ That the .

made "John a Sinten^ the Archbilhop of 
IMga^ Patriarch of hithnania^ and creat- . 
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ed another Archbidiop in Liv(tmar\ Yet 
for a]l thk, the other LivonUn Biihopi 

[ would not fubmit; but joining with 
their old P^gan Friends of UthnAnia^ 
Rfffixj and SsmogitiAy fought with the '394* 
Order a furious Battel, wherein both 
Parties were almoft deftrpy'd; yet the . 
Knights at laft got the better, but were 
fo weakened, that they were not able 
to profecute the ViQ:ory, or to make 
any more enterprizes againft Epifcopa- 
cy; till the Heer^Meifier Conrad i jf«/?- 
gingen^ a Pious and Peaceable Man, in 
a Convocation of both Parties ztDant* 13; 5. 
zig^ after many Difputes, perfuaded 
them to agree amicably. 

Heer^MeiJter Cofiradd Fitifighoffy invad- 
ed the Ruffes of Pleskow^ and killed Se* 
vea thoufand of them in a Battel by 

• the River Moddo^ befides many were 
drowned ; but was prevented from pro- 
fecuting his Viftory^ by the Great Ma- 
imer, who earneftly intreated him, to 
come to thfe Affiftance of the Order in 
fruffla^ they being defperately Attacked 
by Jageffoy King of PoUndy and VitolduSj 
Dirke of Lithuama ; as foon as he came 
thither, a Peace was concluded between . ^^^ 
that King and the Order.

gerfanally, but kept at diftance; It 
may, perhaps, be their Maxim to fparc 
their Perfons, like fbme of your Neigh- 
fours, as ^iis the particular Endowment 
. of the Herculean Race o^ Naffau to be al- 
ways at the Heai of Danger. 
; AlexmJier GuagninuSy in his SarmiUU 
^uropdd , who was alfo very inquifitive 
in the Affairs of Livomi^ and perfonally 
informed himfelf there of this great Bat- 
tel, gives' us tne fame Account/ 
; At the Czar's defire, Pkttenber^ agreed 
to a Peace forPifty years, which was 
concluded, and confirmed by Oaths on 
both fides. . The Heir-Meijhr applied 
himfelf during tli^t Interval , to pro- 
cure the Profperity of his*. People , 
fhewing himfelf no lefs worthy to 
govern in Peace, than to command in 
War. ^,, 
150^. I'he Czar Bafdias IwaHowed up the 
City and Dutcliy of Pleskow^ which was 
then a fmail Republick of it (elf, and had 
Dtn. cty- his own Dukes, who were Elective; yet 
fr*l«/.} oeverrhelefs confirmed W ' the Czar :

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They had their Senate, who ruled this 
Republick according to their own Lawsj 
yet lb, as that Nfettcrs of the higheft 
Concern, viz. Peace and War, Alliances, 
the Eleflion of a Duke, Taxes, &c. re- 
quired the Peoples Confent. The too 
ereat Eafe and Liberty made the Popu* 
lace /fo iniblent, that they pretended to 
havd fharein the Eftates and Lands of 
the Richeft, and moft Potent among • the^ 
Magiftrates, and wealthiell Citizens ; 
which occafioned great Tumults , that 
rofe to fuch aheiglith, that there could 
be found no Accomm6dati6n- * 

Whereupon the Ruffian Clergy tmplo^ 
red Pknenhergh Aid , in the Name df 
their Senate , againrt the People ; and 
fince he would not accept their In^ritation, 
thinking it would be taken for a breach 
of the concluded Peace with Hoikorv^ they 
at laft were fo diftrafted with Civil Broils, 
as to call the Czar Ba^lius to their AP 
fiftance, and to refer to him the Ar^ 
bitration of their differences ; who gkd 
of this Opportunity, came with an Ar- 
my before Plefcow ; and being privately 
let in by the Magiftrate and Clergy, he 
overthrew th^m all, fending their thief 
Men Captives to Moskorv^ atid united this 
Putchy tp hii Dominions. Thus fell

Provinces, as tema^Curo- 
may Efimioj and SemgidliA^ were allowed 
the Privilege to appeal from their Prince,

1522. The Reforrji^tion alfo began about 
this time in Livonia , from thfe l^cmiif^ 
^hurcl^, ^whofe Priefts, by tlieir Jg?io-

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. ranee, Idlehefs y aod ^reat Abufes, hsKl 
rendVed themfelves odious everywhere. 

Luther lent Minifters thither with acj- 
inpnitory Letters, for a zealous Reform - 
mation* P/ettem^erg himfclfy and many 
of the Order, privately favouring the Pro? 
teftant Mioiilry ; and though the Empe* 
ror Charles the Fifth writ feveral timei 
very urging Letter, upon the Requeft ot 
the Romanytsy that the City of Riga might 
refliore the Ecclefiiftical Eftates they had 
Seized, ^nd make no Innovations in Re- 
ligion, yet the Proceftants were favou* 
fed ; axja afterwards the Lutheran Reli- 
gion entirely embraced, when the Arch- 
Bifhop of Riga hittjlelf,. Marquis William 
of 'Braf^nburgh , declared for that Do* 
^rine. 

The faid Emperor endeavoured by all 
itieans, to re-eftablifli the EcclefiafticKS ia 
their Church-Lands ; and to that intent, 
he lent a IVIeffage to the Livoniansy that 
if they did not forthwith reftore t^iem, 
te would compcll them to it, with Eire 
and Swor<l.: To which they returned 
Anfwer. that His Imperial Cavalry would 
be much harafsM, and tired, before they 
could reach their Land j and if he fent 
a numerous Army, they, would perifh by 
Famine through ^he leogth and tediouU 
B^fs of the Journey ; and if only a fmall 
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oiic, it would give them no Terror ; for 
they fhould very well be able to deal 
with them. 
ijf3 J. That Valiant General^ and Wife Prince, 
fVaUer Pknenhrg^ dyed this Year, gene- 
rally lamented, not only by his Subjcfts, 
but by all that had any knowledge of 
him.

Moskowy conquered the two Tartar 
nan Kingdoms of Cafan and Aftracan^ 
leading^ their Princes and thole that be- 
longed to them, Prifoners into Moskotv^ 
This Czar was of a raightjr Ambitious, 
^rutal and Bloody Difpofition , and it 
all be true the piftories tell of hinv, 
he comes np ways fliort of any Tyrant 
w^hatfoever, taking that Name in th€> 
vorft Senftf He -knew very wpU ti\^% 
U'VQnia had vaftly iqci^eafed in ^^iches, 
S)y Trade an4 a long Peace, that their 

^ Wraith 
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' ^ Wealth had rendred them Luxurlow, 
Effeminate and Careleft: . Their mo 
great Felicity had bred Civil Animofi- 
tieSy and there always were Quarrels 
between the two leading Parties, the 
Bifhop and the Order. Since PUtteth 
her^s time all things belonging to Mar* 
tial Affairs were neglcfted, no Exercife 
of Arms for the Militia; neither an Ar- 
my of Natives, or Mercenary Troops. 
The publick Treafury was exhaufted 
by lavifh and profufe ConduQ:^ or en^ 
inching of the Friends and Relations 
of the Knights, Bifhops and Prebends; 
great part of it was feht yearly to 
Romex But cfpecially the Excheyuer was 
rob'd by felf-intereffed Managers, and 
Conamimoners, and mifapplyM to the 
advancement of their private Fortunes, 
and each State refiifcd to contribute to- 
wards the publick Security, alledging 
their Privileges. 

Though Rich Subjefts are a defirabJe 
Treafure, when the Prince has Power 
and Authority to employ their Purfes 
without much Ceremony upon neceffary 
exigencies of State ; yet when 6y pre^ 
pofterous Privileges, and in precarious 
Affemblies, they fbnd upon their im- 
munities, without confidering that they 
hazard or lofe bqth Wealth and Liber- 
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tyy if they do not fupply what mjaft 
maintain them ; anj' other Nation than, 
the Englijby who underftand when to 
keep back, and when to give fftill ajft- 
ing as their Glory requires) will be 
eafily overthrown, as we may fee by 
the Ruin of the Eaftcrn Empire at the 
Seige of Coxflantmople ; the lois of the 
liberties in De^?»ark; the Deftruftion< 
of Livomay as you fhall prefentiy fee, 
and many others. 

Wfailit things were thus in hivmUy th« 
Czar took (^are to provide himfelf with ' 
Guns, Arms and Ammunition; he got 
Officers to Exercilehis Horfe and Foot, 
from Germxfjy and Scofljwd; as alfo 
Brigiricers, Gunners, Architects, and 
all forts of Artilans ; and having 
Train'd under them his undifciplin^d 
Nation ia Martial Affairs, cfpecially 
in thg Wars of C-j/i/?, and Jfiracan^ 
he prefumed to Attack braver Nations, 
and knowing how fkr Divifions, Pride," 
Luxury, and above all. Security and 
fupine Negligence had prepared the' 
Livcmians a Prey fqr him, niade^^^at 
preparations to Invade them; and not 
to want pretence, he fent to the Bifliop! , 
of Dorpat to demand Tribute, whicn 
he faid, was in Ancient Tinies paid by; 
ihat Bilhoprick tq bis Predeceffor^;' . 

Nvherea^ 
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whereat the UvonUns beln^ alarmM, 
the HBer-Meifier and the Biihop fern 
1554. an EmbalTy to Moskmv^ to Remonftrate, 
That Lifiand had never paid any Tri- 
bute to Rf^ } but the Czar was pofi- 
tive, and would hearken to no reafon ; 
neverthelefs he concluded a Peace for 
Fifteen Years with them, on condition 
that within the firft three Years, the 
Quarrels between Ruj^a and JJvonU^ 
particularly that about the Tribute ihould 
be compofed. 

The Heer^Meifierj Henry Galen^ fore* 
feeing this Peace could not laft long, 
fent an Ambaflador in the fame Year to 
GufiavMs the Firft, King of Swede99^ de^ 
firing Aid and Ailiftance againft the 
Mujeovitesy who returned an Anfwer as 
could be wifh'd, and made preparations 
againft the Ruffinns^ 
IJ5J. The Mufcovites befieged Wibaurg if\ 
finlandy but were jepulfed and fc^ten 
^ back by that Glorious King Gufiavu^ 
Fdfa. Their Pride and Infolence tnight 
eaiily have beep brought down at that 
time^ if the LivonUns^ according to 
toeir Engagement, had fallen upon theni| 
as opportunity offerM ; but the Sloth ol 
the degenerated Knights of the Order, 
aod the int^fti^w BroyU apd Animo^ 
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fides, between them and the Biihops^ - 
made them negled: their Safety.

King Sigifmuni fent a naked Sabre to ' 
FurfieMerg with this Meilage^ That ^ 
with /uch Inftrumcnts he refolved to 
open the' Prifon of the two Dukes, and

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to procure their fuir Reftitutioii} 
, Which he had certainly cfFe^fled, ' if the 
Ambaflador from the Emperor Fere^ 
nand the Firft, and other German Princes 
had not mtervened, by whofe Nego-^ * 
tiations a very Honourable Peace was 
made for the King of Fotd^d^ whereby 
not only - the Reftauration of the 
Prinzes was eSefted, but the King got 
alfo a good Summ of Money to defray 
his Expedition- At the fame time the 
faid Mediators perfu^ded PoU^id and 
Liflxnd , to enter into a Defenfiva 
League againft the Mufcovites : , Where- 
upon the States of LivomSy blindly fc- 
cure, and fearing feme ill confequences 
from their Standing Forces during 
Peace, Disbanded their Army, except 
fome few Troops : But lamented theif 
Misfortunes in doing fo ralhly, when it 
was too late. 

The Czar had an Eye upon all this, 
and hearing ©f a League betwen P(h 
land and LivonUy he demanded again 
ther former Tribute of the Bifhoprick 
of Dorpaty and belides a Free i rade 
for his Subjefts with Natives and Fo* 
reigners, throughout all Livonia ; as al* 
fo the rebuilding of many RulPa^ 
Churches, deftroyed by the late Refor*^ 
ination j and witball, that they ibould 

renounce 
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renounce the late Treaty made with 
Polandy threatening them with Fire and 
Sword in cafe of refufal. The Livonians 
more difpofed to indulge their Sloth and 
1 Luxury, than to Fight,tent a folemn Am- 
I bafly to Moskowy with great Gifts and 
Prefents, and gave Inftruftions to com- 
pound with the Gzar for a Summ of 
Money, and then to concluSe a Peace- 
The Czar would not enter into any 
Treaty, unlefs the Lrvonians prefently 
would difraifs their only Standing Force 
6f Six Companies of German Troops, 
which by a blind Fatality they did 
condefcend to, and Disbanded thera; 
whereupon the Treaty began, and the 
Ambafladors agreed to pay for all his 
Pretentions Forty thoufand Rix Dollars, 
and that the Bilhoprick of DorPat^ 
• would befides for the future, make him 
an Jnnud Payment of a Thoufand 
Duckats in Gold: No fooner were 
the AmbafTadors come to their Lodg- 
ing, but the greedy Czar fent thither 
to receive the Money : They told the 
Meflengers, that they had not the 
Money about them, but promised to 
have It returned in a little time : This 
they took ill, and the Czar thought to 
be even with them, he muft play them. 
this trick J which was, He invited the 

Am- 
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Ambafladors to his own Table, where 
all the Dilhes Were covered, and when 
by the Czar*s Command the Cbvers 
were taken off, they were all empty, 
and thus the deluded Ambafladors were 
fent hungry back to their Quarters, and 
difmiffed with this Anfwer , that 
he himfelf would go to fetch the Tri* 
1558. bute from LivanU: , Therefore he im- 
mediately fent an Army of Forty 
thoufand Men, under the Command of 
a T Art mm Prince, called Czar Sigakj^ 
who committed the moft cruel' Barba- 
rities in Livonix thzt can be heard of; 
which fo perplexed them, that they nei- 
ther knew I10W to help themfelves, nor 
whence to expefl: reUef: The Empe- 
ror could not aflift them but gave 
them leave to chufe the Proteftion of 
fome other Neigbouring Princes. Whilft 
they were, deliberatirig whom to chufe, 
Iwan Wafihvicz. came with his Army 
before N'arva^ befeiged and took it by 
i'torm in Mtf. 

In "July came above ^ Hundred thou- 
land Ruffes under SigAleji before Dorm^ 
which was furreridred after a fmall ke- 
fiftance : 'Tis incredible what brutifh

was made Supream Head of the Order 
in LivonUi H^ fent an Arabaffador to 
Augsburg^ where the Emperor Ftrdindnd 
the Firft, held a Dyet of thb Empire^ 
to reprefent to tifem the dangerous Con* 
dition of LivonU wlio obtained only 
a promife of a , 3umm of Mo- 
ney, which never was paid. He went 
himfelf * to King Sigifmurid in Poland^ 
and fent to King Guftavus in Sweden^ 
who both gave him fair Promifes, but 
no Affiftancei The Mufcovites in the 
mean time with an Army of an Hun- 
dred and thirty thoufand Men, Ravaged 
all the Country about Rig^y with re- 
peated Cruelties.

King 
Charles XI- of Sweden dtesi 

SIR, 

K]hg Charles XI- of Sweden, was de- 
clared in a General Aflembly of the 
States of that Kingdom at Stockholm, an 
Atolute Sovereign ; whereby an indepen- 
dent , unlimited, and uncircumfcribed 
Power of Government was vefted in him : 
The cfFed's whereof were loon felt; for 
foon after a fevere CommifBon was efta- 
,^iy bliihed, to reduce in Livonia all thofc E- 
ftates of the greats Nobility, as Counts 
and Barons; which the Comm^oners^ pi%* 
tended to hkve antiently belonged to the 
Publick. This quite impoverimed thofe 
Noblemen. i^hiUl the King's Commi/Iion 

only 
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bniy attacked the Grants of Couhttes and 
Baronies in Livanra ; the other NobiUty 
took no notice of ic; for thofe great Eftates 
only belonged to the ^'wedijh Lords, to 
whom they were given by the Svoedifi> 
Kings^ and therefore by them might be ' ^ 
repealed ; nor did the lefle'r NobiUty ever 
tenjby theni before, either in the times of 
their Heer-Mafters, or the Kings of Poland. 
They rather confidcred * ft as a great ad- 
vantage, whereby the PubKck Charges and 
Taxes ftioald be diminifhed; the King ha- 
ving by this fei2ure greatly iricreafed his 
kevenue:- And by this very Argument 
the Livonians^txQ liiirdafleep in the be- 
ginning, and that made them not join of 
concern themfclves with wh^t liappened ttt 
thofe Swedifli Noblemen. 

But fbon after did the Cdmmiffion df^the
